Telephone Company's Cable Cut. 


The Delaware and Atlantic Telegraph and 


Telephone Company, who have for some time 
been extending their line in the vicinity of 
Plymouth Meeting, have been compelled to 
cease work at present, owing to the action of 
vaipKjtt or HIB rennsyfvama llsilfoad Com- 
pany. Tho telephone workmen grouped wires 
into a cable and ran it beneath the railroad 
bridge on the Trenton Cut-off branch of Uie 
Pennsylvania Kailroad, near Corson Station. 
The foreman of the railroad notified the tele- 
phone workmen not to construct the cable 
beneath the bridge, under penalty of having 
it cut. The Telephone Company claimed to 
have the necessary permission from higher 
authority than the foreman, and accordingly 
strung the cable. The foreman and a force 
of men appeared and cut the cable. It is 
probable that legal complications will arise.

The fiee rural delivery of the mails, in- 


ugurated by Postmaster General Wanama 
or, as far as ve can learn, was not greatly 
esired by anybody and by most people in- 
irested in the matter was looked upon w 
ositive dinfavor. 
The appropriation for its 


continuance therefore was struck out in tho 
Senate the other day. 


In this section of the country the farmers 


do not have to go far for their mail. Post 
offices aro within a few miles of each other, 
and in the smaller towns are to be found in 
tho general stores, where the residents in 
the neighborhood like to meet and exchange 
views on politics, the crops, and other topics 
of interest. 
It is in the nature of an outing 


to go for tb e mail. No one cares to work 
day after day and stay about his home and 
premises without having an opportunity of 
conversing with some of his fellow creatures 
and this ''going for the mail" breaks the 
monotony, it gives the 
opportunity lor 


those who me otherwise more or less isolated 
to meet their friends and neighbors. 


The rural post office on Saturday after- 


noons and evenings partakes of the nature 
of a Farmer's Club. The discussions that 
arise are profitable and much enjoyed. The 
news of tin1 neighborhood is promulgated, 
and a batcli of local information is taken 
home along with the mail that serves to en- 
lighten the household and furnish fruitful 
topics of conversation. 


So far frc m being considered a hardship 


to go for the mail, there is often quite a ri- 
valry among the members of a family as to 
who shall enjoy tho privilege. 


To Senator Quay, who vigorously and suc- 


cessfully opposed the appropriation for estab- 
lishing a free rural delivery, out-of-town 
people are greatly indebted for the continu- 
ance of the privilege of being permitted to 
receive their letters and papers at thoir post- 
office instead of having them brought to some 
school house and intrusted to school children 
or put in a box at the corner of the lane, or 
othec place whoro it could easily be removed 
by unauthorized hands. 


At Hanover, York county, on last Tuesday 


evening Col. Stone addressed a large and en- 
thusiastic audience. 
He was met at the de- 


pot by the local G. A. R. Post, a committee 
of Republicans and a brass band. 
In bis 


speech ho delivered some clear and convinc- 
ing Bailments. He declared that he was a 
Republican and always expected to aid the 
party's policy and principles, and would 
support the nominee of the convention. 
He 


disliked to appear upon tho stump before 
the oonvontion had declared its choice, as it 
was an unusual and indelicate proceeding, 
but he felt obliged to follow the example ol 
Mr. Wanamaker who is travelling about the 
Slate sowing seeds of party discoid.

Quay preferred Penrose 
to him for United States Senator. He threat- 
ens the party with defeat this fall if he or 
some friend of his is not nominated for Gov- 
ernor. 
Ho talks about another Beaver cam- 


paign aud another Delanmter campaign. 
I 


know of no one »ho fears such a. result in 
case of my nomination except him and his 
followers. 
He' has placed himself at the 


head of that small minority in our party who 
only vote the Republican ticket in Presiden- 
tial elections, when we do not need them, 
and aio generally against our ticket in off 
years. I do not believe that the miuonty 
nliutrttHroutrol-tlnj-pimr^—X~ <lv—not— trcVhnro 
that the majority should ever be fearful of 
making nominations that will displease tho 
minority. 


Mr. Wanamaker raises the cry of down 


with the bosses, but is he sincere ? If he ac- 
complishes the defeat of the party leaders, 
will he fold his tent and return to his store, 
or will he seek to fill the places of the lead- 
ers of the party whom he has overthrown ? 
1 am not in favor of substituting new party 
leadeis where it is self-evident that the Re- 
publican party will suffer by such subsiitu- 
tion. Who are the bosses of the great cities 
of the State, and where are they in this cam- 
paign ? Senator Quay, against trhom Mr. 
Wanamaker made so much outcry, does not 
sit in the United States Senate by the will of 
the bosses of the paity, but by a popular 
vote of the people. 
Of the eighty-nine Sena- 


tors of our great country, Senator Quay is 
the only one who holds his seat by the pop- 
ular vote of the people of his State at the 
primaries. 
I am not here discussing Sena- 


tor Quay, but I am here to denounce the 
course of Mr. Waaaiuaker as un-Republican 
and unworthy of the man who has received 
such high honors from the party through 
the influence of Senator Quay, whom he per- 
sists in abusing. 
He is one of the last men 


that should denounce Senator Quay." 


Tho Philadelphia Press says that the fight 


against Representative Rice in Bucks county 
is of tho same kind as the recent fight against 
Senator Kauffnmn in Lancaster. 
The Press 


should be a little careful in its statements or 
it may get into a tight plnoe. Up to the. 
present time Mr. Rico has no opposition ex- 
cept that offered by Harry J. Shoemaker, 
who has no recommendation for the office, 
oxccpt that he is favored by the machine 
which elected Wanamaker delegates from 
,his county.

A movement has been started in Cin- 


cinnati to have the Russian Hebrews 
living in the United States raise a fund 
with which to purchase a battleship to 
be jprenented to the United States gov- 
ernment. 


The prime mover in this patriotic 


project is Mr. Jacob Boeonflold of Cin- 
cinnati. In 1883 when thousands of He- 
brews immigrated to America to escape 
the persecutions inflicted upon them 
in Entsio Mr. Eosenfleld was among 
them. All of his people, he says, suffer- 
ed so many hardships and abject mis- 
eries in Bnssia that their new home in 
Amerioit, where they are permitted to 
enjoy liberty and equality, is the great- 
est blessing that they could wish for. 
Now that this nation is involved in war 
he thinks it a good time for the Rus- 
sian Hebrews to show that they love 
thoir aduptod -ooan-tiy-aud (vttoet-tfaoir 
appreciation of the many blessings they 
hove obtained hero. 


"Wetire all patriotic," he says, "and 


this country is in many respects dearer 
to us than it is to the native born 
Americans, because we can better ap- 
preciate the advantages of liberty and 
equality." He has suggested the pur- 
chase of a battleship by the Russian 
Hebrews to a number of his country- 
men, 
and they are all heartily in favor

TRADE WITH PHILIPPINES. 


Cooiul William* Saya Ouw Exceed* That 


of All Other Countries. 


A mail report from Consul Williams 


reached the state department at Albany 
recently under date of Manilla, Feb. 38 
last. It gives a full description of the 
Philippine islands, their 
resources, 


growth of American trade, etc., and 
will be incorporated in the next volume 
Issued by the bureau of statistics of the 
state department. Mr. Williams' re- 
port sayii : 


"The trade of the Philippines with 


the United States exceeds that of all 
other countries combined and is grow 
ing at a remarkable rate. Today I hav 
authenticated invoices for export to th 
United States amounting to $188,066. 
He says the exports to the United State 
average$l,000,000amontb. The repor 
states that 216,000 bales of hemp we:t 
exported during the last three months 
Of these 188,792 went to the Unitsx 
States and 78,000 to Great Britain am 
other countries. Mr. Williams show 
from this that the United States has 6 
per cent of the export trade from th 
Philippines, as against 88 per cent fo 
Great Britain and other countries. H 
says that last year the increase of ship 
meats to the United States was 133,000 
bales and the decrease to Great Britain 
22,000 bales. He adds, "Of increased 
shipments from the Philippines those 
of the United States were 54 per cent 
greater than to all other countries com- 
bined."— New York Commercial Ad- 
vertiser.

gut's fleet when it ran the gantlet of 
Confederate batteries and torpedoes on 
the Mississippi from New Orleans to 
Memphis. Later on he was attached to 
the north Atlantic blockading squad- 
ron, where he did efBeietiiw.u%Sy as a 
signal officer. Bnt most noteworthy of 
his achievements was at tb» storming 
of Fort Fisher, he having participated 
in both attacks upon this stronghold.
